ident Carranza, slain last Thursday 
morning at Tlaxcalantongo, was 
buried late yesterday afternoon in 
Dolores cemetery. where, in the 
shadow of Chapultepec, the poorest 
of Mexicans. having for many years 
found their last resting places. 

As the funeral cortege Jeft the 
hoMe of the late chief executive 
the extraordinary session of con- 
gress was being called to order to 
choose a president ad interim, to 
hold office until _@ new president, 
to be elected September, is inaugu- 
rated. _ Adolfo de la Huerta, gov- 
ernor of the state of Sonora, was 
named after cengress had been in 
session for an hour and a half.

Eugene Black’s Appeal. 

“But when the swords were 
sheathed, the artillery silenced and 
the armistice signed, men: forgot 
the lessons of the war and turned 
toward their own selfish aims, theit 
profiteering, their oppression of the 
weak, and I say that if we cannot 
get back to our old war-time ideals, 
if we cannot continue to perform 
our service to the world, America 
has Fost the war instead of wine 
ning it.’

put. 

“Do these figures Suggest a mo- 
Bt for Britain?’ 

Geddes said Britain does not own 
Baku, Batoum, Palestine or Meso- 
potamia, where it has been charged 
she has gobbled oil supplies. He de- 
clared Britain has forbidden oil sur- 
veys and acquisition of rights in 
Palestine and Mesopotamia until 
new governments are constituted 
there to déal with the matter them- 
Selves. British oil development in 
Persia is of the ordinary commer- 
cail kind and dates from i907, he 
said. 

“I héar that Britain is excluding 
all foreigners from the exploitation 
of oil in her territories,” he added. 
“So far as the central British gov- 
ernment is concerned that is true 
of the British Isles, but only in 
this sense, that oil in Britain has 
been nationalized and is the prop- 
erty of the British people. 

“As a matter of fact that does 
not make much difference to you 
or to them or to any one else, for 
so far as is known there is prac- 
tically no oil there. 

“Another of the wild ducks is that 
the British government is negotiat- 
ing to secure control of the shell 
group of oil coffipanies.” 

Tries to Spike Other Stories. 


Geddes attetnpted also to spike 
other stories about Great Britain, 
among them the one referring to 
a supposed pool of war debts. 

“Continental Europe We aljl know 
is in desperate financial difficul- 
ties,” he said. “It is written that 
the British government is trying to 
pool the war debts of Europe an 
to drag you into the poel. You 
may seek far and wide for evidence 
on which that statement could be 
based. You will not find it. 

“If you look closely you will fina 
my government trying to pour oil 
on the troubled waters of Europe 
and you will also find onlookers who 
seize the oil as it is poured and 
throw it on the fires of anti-Eng- 
lish feeling here.” 

In answering what he character- 
ized as “‘wild-duck” publications as 
to British purposes, the ambassador 
deait first with the British navy, 
saying that while more than a 
thousand ships, including four bat- 
tle eruisers, were under construc-’ 
tion when the armistice was signed, 
oné cruiser, the Hood, too far ad- 
vanced to permit cancellation. was 
the only major ship completed. 

“We have not at present a singlé 
capital ship building or completing 
and not on® ship, large or small, 
has been laid down since the ar- 
mistice,’’ he said.

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REFINERS: ARRESTED 
FOR HOARDING SUGAR 


Boston, May 25.—The federal gov- 
ernment today took action against 
sugar refiners here for alleged prof- 
iteering and hoarding. 
The Revere Sugar Refinery and 
Henry B. Worcester, its vice bpresi- 
dent, were charged with exacting 
excessive prices and with holaing 
sugar from the market, and the 
American Sugar Refining company 
and W. K. Green, its general mana- 
ger. were charged with selling sugar 
at excessive prices. The complaints 
asserted that the companies had 
made millions of dollars by hoard- 
ing and regulating the price. 
Worcester and Green submitted to 
arrest in the complaints. : 

The government, in proseduting 
under the Lever act, declared: that 
the companies set the price of sugar 
for all New England, except Con- 
necticut. It is claimed that the 
refineries sold to independent com- 
panies who acted as brokers. and 
who violated an agreement reached 
at a conference in Washington for 
regulating distribution of sugar to 
the retail trade, : 

The Revere Refinery, which grows 
sugar, according to the complaint, 
withheld the product from the mar- 
ket to the extent of millions of 
pounds, creating a scarcity with af- 
tendant higher prices. It is charged 
spécifically that on April 14, at 
this port, the Revere Refinery with- 
held 66,000 bags of Sugar, and-that 
on May 21 it exacted excessive 
prices on another lot. 

On the latter date, the American 
company is alleged to have exacted 
a price of from 15 to 21.9 cents a 
pound for sugar which cost the com- 
pany only 6% cents a pound, 

The quotations in the govern- 
ment’s complaint were on sales at 
wholesale. 

Federal agents who investigated 
the cases aSsertéed that they found 
evidence of 57,000,000 pounds of 
sugar which had been bought at 
prices from 6.5 to 7 cents a pound 
and sold to wholesalers at a range 
of 15 to 22.9 cents a pound. These 
agents said the Revere refinery had 
withheld to date 72 per cent of its 
production. 

The amount of sugar which was 
being held on April 14 was set by 
thé federal investigators at 60,000,- 
000 pounds. 


DROP PREDICTED. 
IN SHOE PRICES 
BY NEXT WINTER 


Washington, May 25.—Lower shoe 
prices late next winter and spring 
were predicted today by Edward A. 
Brand, secretary of the Tanners’ 
Council of the United States, testi- 
fying before a senate committee of 
inquiry. 

Tanners and manufacturers 
lieve prices will fall by that time, 
Mr. Brand said, because of the re- 
cent decline in leather prices. This 
decline could not sooner be reflect- 
ed in shoe costs, he said, because 
shoes are made up far in advance 
of the season in which they‘are of- 
fered on the market. 

“If leather prices stay where they 

aré now,” Mr. Brand said, “it means 
that the cheaper hides will come 
into leather in ten months at least, 
and cheaner leather méans cheaper 
shoes. Shoe prices should begin to 
become lower ¢arly next winter 
and in the spring and early summer 
of 1921, providing nothing unfore- 
seen happens.” 
Stocks of medium-grade leather 
now are plentiful, Mr. Brand stated, 
and there also are “adequate sup- 
plies” of the best grades. Foreign 
purchases have been reduced be- 
cause of the éxchanze situation, he 
said, while domestic purchases have 
declined because. retailers are buy- 
ine ‘“‘hand-to-mouth.” 

Haverhill, Mass., May 25.—The 
shoe industfy here has been reduc- 
ed to one third. normal activity. 
Among the causés given by manu- 
facturers are unstable marketing 
conditions, delay by buyers in plae- 
ing orders for shoes, liquidating 
of stock by merchants and changing 
of style demands. 

Hundreds of shoe workers are idle 
and thousands are working only 
part of the time. There is virtually 
no activity in turn shoe factories, 
while welt and McKay factories are 
operating with varied success. 

Some shoe men say they are eas- 
ing up on thefr loane and lining up 
their business for the fall, urging 
that retailers and merchants are 
understocked. “Many of the quanti- 
ties of goods frsturned recently on

Industrial and commercial con- 
ditions presented more stablé as- 
pects, further progress being made 
toward the dissolution of thé 
freight tieup, while the price-cut- 
ting movement appeared to excite 
less apprehension among dealers 
in general merchandise. 

There was an injection of the 
political element, brokers’ Wash- 
ington connections receiving ad- 
vices indicating that action on the 
bonus bill is not likely to be taken 
before the approaching recess of 
congress, 

Metal issues figured more than 
ordinarily in the day’s broad buy- 
ing of stocks. Coppers made con- 
siderable headway on reports that 
extensive buying orders for foreign 
consumption are impending.

“In Mississippi planting has also 
been seriously delayed by unfavor- 
able weather conditions. and while 
much of the crop is yet to be plant- 
ed present indications point to anh 
increase of 5.7 per cent jin the 
acreage over that of last year. To 
partially offset the acute labor 
shortage, farmers are using more 
the increase 
ranging from 5 per cent to 20 per 
cent, and ini a few cases as high as 4 
per cent, and there is a good de- 
mand for farm implements. 

“Louisiana reports show a reduc- 
tion in acreage of 3.5 per cent, al- 
though planting is not sufficiently 
advanced to make a definite esti- 
mate. Labor is scarce and ineffi- 
cient. The increase in r:ilroad con- 
struction work and public building 
is drawing labor from the farms to 
higher -wages.” oe 

Statistics give the total visible 
supply of cotton on May 195, as 6,- 
092,807 bales, compared with 5,- 
287.113 bales in 1919 and 4,118,325 
bales in 1918. 

Size of Peach Crop.

“While the greater part of the 
hay crop in Florida is yet to be 
planted there is a tendency to de- 
crease the acreage. In Georgia it is 
indicated that the acreage in hay 
this year will be about 94 per cent 
of that of last year. The condition 


is shown at 91 per cent of normal, 
and a crop of about 644.000 tons 
is predicted. Five per cent of the 
acreage sown to wheat tast fall is 
reported as abandoned, leaving 211,- 
000 acres to be harvested this 
spring. The condition of the crop 
is shown as 88 per cent, which 
forecasts a total crop for the etate 
of 2,321,000 bushels. compared to 
2,520,000 harvested last year.” The 
acreage of rye to be harvested for 
grain is reported at 88 per cent of 
that harvested last year. and the 
condition of the crop is shown to 
be 89 per cent of normal. 

“The smail acreage planted to 
winter wheat is Mississippi last fall 
suffered a loss of 10 per cent 
through overflows, drowning, etc.., 
leaving 13.500 acres to be harvested. 
The condition of the standing crop 
is 80 per cent of normal, forecast- 
ing a production of 192,240 bushels 
this year compared to 504,000 bush- 
els last year. 

“The wheat acreage to be harv- 
ested in Tennessee this year is the 
Smailest since the early seventies, 
with the lowest condition on record 
for many years. The lateness of 
much of the crop, with the winter’s 
freezes, and absence of snow cover- 
ing, caused a good deal of heaving 
and heavy abandonment in many 
parts of the state, until the acreage 
to be harvested this year is only 
42 per cent of that of last year. 
There is also a similar decline in 
the acreage of hay. The cold, wet 
spring has put farmers behind in 
their work so that there will be a 
curtailment of many crops,” 


COTTON PROFITEERING 
CHARGES ARE DENIED 


{fssued fhby the 


In a statement 
Georgia division of the American 
Cotton association defending’ the 
grower from charges of profiteer- 
ing in the sale of raw cotton, the 
body declared incorrect a _ report 
that the association has advised 
farmers to hold the remnant of the 
1919 crop for 60 cents a pound, mid- 
dling cotton, and that farmers are 
demanding, high prices simplv be- 
cause of the big profits made by 
spinners. 

The statement points out that the 
association merely fixed 60 cents as 
the price farmers must get for their 
cotton in order to make a fair prof- 
it over the cost of production. The 
price of producing a pound of cot- 
ton in 1919, as carefully worked 
out by the association, is 40 cents 
per pound. 

“The crop of 1919, basis middling, 
has not been sold for an average 
of 40 cents,”’ the statement says. 


“Fully one-fourth of that crop was, 


under middling and has been sold 
at « price which would hardly 
average 25 cents a pound. If three- 
fourths of the crop sold for 40 cents 
and one-fourth at 25 cents, the 
average price received for the whele 
crop would snot exceed 36% cents 
per pound, or 1% cents less than the 
actual cost of production. 

“Tt will cost the farmer consider- 
ably more in 1920 to produce and 
harvest a pound of cotton than it 
did in 1919. It costs just as much 
to harvest and market a bale of 
low-grade cotton as it does a bale 
of middling cotton, so middling cot- 
ton should command a price high 
enough to average the cost of pro- 
duction for the entire crop and a 
fair profit above that to the grow- 
ers. This rule is apvlied to every 
well-established business industry 
in the world except cotton grow- 
ing.”

Again there is brougkt to puBtic 
attention in impressive fashion one 
of the great fundamental difficul- 
ties of the present situation. Great 
emphasis has been laid on the 
necessity for the free flow of raw 
materials and finished products and, 
indeed, many persons have gs2en 
the present credit stringency only 
from the angle of the manufacturer 
and the consumer. Governor Hard- 
ing calls attention to the very 
large sums which -are “frozen” in 
the carry-over from last season's 
crop and stresses the necessity of 
adequate transportation facilities to 
get this much-needed food to mar- 
ket and at the same time relieve 
the banks of this burden. ° 

It is-tittle wonder that, with the 
repeated assertions of the needs of 
the railroads for equipment, the 
shares of companies making equip- 
ment, as well as those dealing in 
raw materials entering into the 
manufacture of cars and -‘locomo- 
tives, should appeal more and more 
to the public mind in their specu- 
lative possibilities, and the public 
is surveying cafefully the situation 
of the stocks of the railroad com- 
panies in the not yet expressed be- 
lief that many of these corporations 
have seen the worst that can hap- 
pen. 

With: federal and private forces 
organizing to overcome the present 
transportation tie-up, it seems only 
a question of time when traffic 
again will resume its normal flow. 
Again, however, must be taken into 
consideration the great restiveness 
of labor, a restiveness which usual- 
ly. increases in intensity with the 
coming of summer, and this uncer- 
tainty tends to caution on the part 
of operators.

DEMAND OF STRKERS 


Vice President and General Man- 


ager L. A. Downs, of the Central 
of Georgia railway, will be request- 
ed to withdraw the ultimatum is- 
sued last week by him to the strik- 
ing clerks of the road, declaring 
their jobs forfeited unless they re- 
turned to work at noon last Mon- 
day, and to reinstate all strikers 
desiring to return with full senior- 
ity rights and pension privileges, 
according to J. W. Nelson, grand 
vice president of the Brotherhood 
of Railway Clerks. 

The United States government 
took a hand in the loca! strike situ- 
ation Tuesday, when J. W. Bridwell, 
specially appointed by Secretary 
Wilson of the department of labor 
as mediator, arrived in the city for 
an investigation. No statement was 
made by him Tuesday night, but it 
is understood that he held confer- 
ences during the day. with repre- 
eentatives of both the strikers and 
the railroad. 

Clerks Standing Fat. 

Most of the striking clerks were 
standing pat Tuesday after having 
refused to return to their work at 
noon Monday. Permanent replace- 
ments of vacancies created by the 
strike were being made Tuesday 
in all cities affected by the strike. 
With three men engaged in exam- 
ining applicants, officials of the 
Central of Georgia declared that 
they received more =§ applications 
than there are jobs. 

“T have at least seventy five more 
of them on my desk than we will 
be able to take care of,” said Di- 
vision Superintendent Smith. “Al- 
ready we have filled the place of 
every striker and are handling bus- 
iness just as though the union men 
had not gone out.

BOLLING H. JONES 
ANSWERS ATTACKS 
BY POSTAL CLERKS: 


Postmaster Bolling H. Jones Tues- 
day gave out a copy a 
which he has directed to Mayor Key, 
stating, in reply to criticism of the 
Atlanta office contained in a com- 
munication purporting to represent 
the appeal of postal clerks in five 
southeastern states, that the Atr 
lanta postoffice is functioning per- 
fectly and the service has not been 
impaired in any way. 

The letter from the postal] clerks 
requested the mayor and general 
council to recommend the passage 
ofa billnow before congress to in- 
crease the pay of- the postl clerks, 
declaring that only 20 or 25 per cent 
of the celrks now employed in the 
local postoffice are qualified t» 
handle the mails, and resignations 
are taking place because of dissatis- 
faction with the ~ay scale. 

The reply of Mr. Jones is as fol- 
lows: 

Honorable James L. Key, 
Mayor, City Hall, Atlanta, Ga. 
. Dear Sir: I notice in this morning’s Con- 
stitution a statement, with the heading: 
NM ep Clerks Request Council to Assist 
em.’’ 


This communication states that only 20 to 
25 ner cent of the clerks employed in the 
Atlanta postoffice are qualified to handle the 
mail, and that the resignations of three or 
four more experienced clerks will cripple the 
aprvice in Atlanta to an alarming extent. 

These are not the facts. . The Atlanta 
postoffice is functioning perfectly and the 
service has not been impaired in any way. 
Full carrier deliveries are being made daily: 
prompt distribution is made of all incoming 
and outgoing mail, and more and better 
faciliies are being provided by the post- 
office department all the time. 

That you and the council may know some- 
thing of the workings of the postoffice, I 
want to give you the following information: 

The railway mail service furnishes clerks 
and works up all mail coming into Atlanta 
on the following trains, so when this mail 
reaches the office it is in shape to be 
placed in the carrier cases immediately: 

Arriving’ time: Southern train No. 85, 
from New York and Washington, 6:25 a. m., 
eastern time; Sonthern train No. 12, from 
Jacksonville, 6:15 a. m., eastern. time; 
Georgia train No. 3, from Charleston and 
Augusta, 8:25 a. m., eastern time; Seaboard 
No. 11, from Washington, 9 a. m., eastern 
time; W. & A. No. 3, from Nashville and 
the west, 8 a. m., central time; Southern No. 
12, from Birmingham, 7:45 a. m., central 
time; Atlanta and Montgomery No. 38, 11:56 
a. m., central time, 

This mail for each carrier is tied in s 
bundle so that within one minute after that
